Justice has 
been done to the defendants by this full 
ex ercise of the la w’s elaborate mechanism for protecting 
their rights.

Yablonski family , and to society . 


The Dollar Situation 


The President took bold, decisive action. That much 
Is clear. With each passing day . the meaning of his sta te­ 
ment on the dollar and the economy is coming into fuller 
meaning . 
For ex ample, it is now clear that the dollar is freed. 
Since the end of World War II. its value has been tied 
to a rate of $35 an ounce for g old. 
Meanwhile, other 
countries based their monetary sy stem on the dollar. 
That meant that the U.S.A. had to buy and sell g old to 
maintain the value of the dollar. 
Thus other countries could take advantag e of the 
dollar by keeping their money undervalued. The J apa 
nese y en is an ex ample. 
By keeping the y en under 
valued, the J a panese could ea sily undersell Americans. 
Further, nearly all domestic policies in the United 
States had to include consideration of what they would 
do to the value of the dollar abroad. For ex ample, if 
the French didn’t like an American policy on. say , de­ 
fense, the French could put a squeeze on the value of the 
dollar. 
Mr. Nix on has ended all that. He announced that the 
dollar will float—it will now find its value in the market 
place from what it will buy across the board and not 
from an artificial price of g old. 
That, in turn, means that other countries like the 
French, the British and the J apanese are g oing to have 
to help maintain the value of the dollar or revalue 
hig her their own money . 
So the dollar is now freed. 
We no long er have to 
consider what the French or any body else think about our 
domestic policies. 
And that is g ood, indeed. 


BUY NOW AND CUT INFLATION—Mrs. Virg inia 
Knauer. President Nix on’s consumer advisor, has this 
advice for all Americans: “ I urg e those consumers who 
have been postponing purchases or major repairs to 
buy now that prices are being stabilized. 1 personally 
plan to buy a new car and have my kitchen remodeled.” 
She just doesn’t advise, she has set the ex ample. 


An Alternative School 


The new 
y outh have spread the g ospel that it is 
because students are pressured so much at public schools 
and suffer so 
much from competition, that many turn 
to drugs or 
drop out. A school where kids ca n’t be 
pressured, called a free form school, is g aining increas­ 
ing attention in recent y ears. The reforms they reoresent 
have been sought 
or implemented in a number of school 
sy stems across the country . 
One school in Rq^ton. Va., just outside Washing ton, 
D. C., is ty pical. Founded barely six months ag o, it g rew 
from three to 29 students in the spring . 
The goal: 
"To produce a y oung citizen who is com ­ 
passionate. 
who is knowledeable about himself and his 
society, and 
who is actively involved in supporting or 
modifying its 
institutions.” 
Say s the headmaster, "Four months ag o none of the 
k ids were at a level where they could show charity 
toward adults. 
Now they are. It happened because there 
is no longer 
a feeling of threat. They can see themselves 
work ing and functioning . They realize they are no long er 
puppets, forced to 
work to succeed.” 
Yes. but do 
they learn any thing ? They are learning 
self discipline, they sa y , and that is g ood. But there is 
still a lack of academic studies. Those who want to 
prepare for 
hig her education worry about it. but not 
overmuch. 
There is an effort to motivate the students, a 
nice word for 
coercion. As observers we wonder if free­ 
form is not a new name for the prog ressive schools of 
40 y ears ag o that heralded the ag e of permissiveness. 
That helped crea te the g eneration g ap.

WASHINGTON — President 
Nix on’s ex plicit Announcement 
that the wage price freeze will 
he over it the end of the 90 
day period was one of the

ways

devised. 
Granted that there will have 
to 
be 
some 
“voluntary-’ 
restraints sought — but these 
are lik ely to be in selective 
industries 
where 
the 
total 
effect would be constructive 
— there will, however, be 
an end to the confusion which 
has been current. Businesses 
haven’t 
really 
k nown 
what 
prices 
might 
be 
adjusted 
upward 
and 
what 
pay 
in­ 
crease« under ex isting plans 
w e r e 
permissible. 
The 
“questions and answers" tell 
a 
story 
of 
bureaucratic 
complex ity that is reminiscent 
of wartime but also indicate 
why some 
companies 
have 
been puzzled as to what they 
can really do and when they 
can mak e their normal plans, 
ao many erf which involve an 
adjustment of prices. 
The 
American 
economic 
system is the biggest in the 
world. It cannot suddenly be 
halted as to wage or price 
changes without slowing down 
the 
sales 
and 
production 
mechanism. 
At 
least 
now 
businesses can begin to tak e 
orders for products to be sold 
perhaps at slight increases in 
price after the end of the 90 
day period. If they wish to 
mak e small raises in price 
to heip absorb growing ex pen­ 
ses. they may do so without 
going 
through 
a 
lot 
of 
discussions with lawyers as to 
what they can or cannot do. 
President Nix on sweeps all 
this aside and ask s instead 
that a council be set up to 
deal with the wage and price 


problem on a basis of volun­ 
tary cooperation with labor 
and 
business. 
This 
means 
undoubtedly that, as unions 
enter ncgotiatidns. they will 
be ask ed, after they present 
their demands, to sit down 
w i t h 
management 
and 
p e r ha p s 
mediators 
and 
discuss whether 
the 
raises 
c a n 
be 
accepted 
by 
management 
and 
by 
the 
p u r c ha s i n g public. The 
government will have a board 
to give advice, and there is 
no 
intention 
to 
impose 
government 
restraining 
by 
law. 
On the whole the idea of 
a compromise is a good one 
because it may open the eyes 
of 
b ot h 
labor 
and 
management to the problems 
that arise when labor-union 
contracts are about to ex pire. 
Certainly it will afford an 
opportunity 
for 
an 
inside 
ex amination of the effects of 
higher 
wage 
costs 
on 
a 
c om p a n y ’ s earnings and 
profits, its ability to compete 
and. indeed, to maintain a 
means of supplying jobs. 
Labor leaders often k now 
only too well the dilemma 
facing employers 
and 
the 
impracticality of forcing wage 
increases 
higher 
than

industry can bear. But the 
union 
members aren’t aware 
of the facts, and the leaders, 
lik e politicians in public of­ 
fice, are fearful of losing their 
posts it ihey do not continue 
to push always for ex treme 
demands. 
Government 
in­ 
tercession of some of the data

generalized wav, could alter 
the attitude of the rank and 
file. 
Many 
of

businesses

wage-price 
freeze, however, are not so 
much concerned now about 


labor problems but about the 
opportunity to mak e plans for 
e x p a n s i on . This relates 
primarily to the purchase

Investment credits for such a 
purpose are a part of the 
P r e s i d e n t ’ a project, but 
planning is held up until it 
is definitely k nown that these 
tax adiantages will be made 
available by Congress. 
Perhaps the biggest setback 
to normal operations caused 
by the w age prize freeze was

those 
businesses 
which 
usually announce their prices 
to tak e effect M or M or » 
days later. There has been 
doubt whether this might be 
a l l ow e d . 
Many 
auch 
operations were hald up, but 
now that the Preaident hes 
announced a definite end to 
the freeze period, the whole 
process of sending Out notices 
of price changes and formally 
accepting orders will return 
t o 
the 
routine. 
Many 
businessmen will feel relieved 
that the uncertainty is over 
and that they can go ahead. 
All sorta of queries have

Not even counted are the 
tens of thousands <rf dollars 
spent by IRS task forces to 
develop the cases.

were signed by Bacon, 
as 
compliance head, who ordered 
tersely that “regardless oi

Bacon also demanded data 
from the IRS field men “on 
other retail merchandising or 
service type cases involving 
these

Still another message, this 
one sUmped “Urgent Urgent" 
and “ For Official Use Only." 
was issued on April 7. This

industry. The suspension was 
emphasized again in another

THE SEX CRIMINAL 
Sex ual t r a n s g r e s s i on 
arouses more hate, more fear, 
than any other crime. The sin 
of the flesh is unforgivable 
in others. Six ty days ago. I 
sat 
in 
Oahu 
State 
Prison 
listening to John Carvalhos 
relate how he had tried to 
rape a 13 year old Japanese 
girl. He strangled her on Sand 
Island when she screamed. 
Two week s ago. a Hialeah 
carpenter hanged himself in 
a cell after a lady, Judge 
Ellen Morphonios, sentenced 
him to four years in prison 
to r a sex crime against a 10- 
year-old 
boy. 
It 
was 
the 
carpenter’s first offense. 
Thirty-odd years ago. I was 
in New York Criminal Court 
mak ing notes and watching an 
innocuous 
old 
man 
named 
Albert Fish fumble with his 
lapels. He was the quiet man 
of Gramercy Square. He lured 
little girls to his flat with bags 
of 
candy, 
murdered 
and 
dismembered them in the tub 
and pick led their remains in 
a hogshead of brine he k ept 
in the k itchen. 
He ate them. 
In 
the 
courts, 
there 
has 
been an eternal roundelay 
of 
a r g u m e n t about whether 
sex ual Aberration 
is a crime 
or a sick ness. A few years 
ago, a Presidential assistant 
was caught soliciting men in 
a 
Washington 
restroom. 
C r i m i n a l ? 
Sick ? 
In 
Tallahassee. I covered a trial 
in 
which 
four 
white 
boys 
raped a black girl. The four 
were sentenced to life im 
prisonment. 
The test, to he equitable, 
a h o u 1 d 
devolve 
around 
whether 
imprisonment 
will 


cure 
the 
criminal 
of 
his 
predilection. If the answer is 
no. then we are left with the 
choice 
of 
a c c or d i n g 
psychiatric care to the of­ 
fender, 
or 
putting 
him 
in 
prison 
forever 
— 
so 
that 
society might be secure. 
I have been sick ened by the 
testimony 
of 
psychiatrists, 
three of whom testify for the 
defense that the prisoner was 
insane and not “aware of the 
nature and quality erf his act," 
and three for prosecution, who 
swear that he may have been 
neurotic, or slightly paranoid, 
but he k new what he 
was 
doing 
and, 
under 
British 
common 
law 
definition, 
is 
therefore guilty. 
My plea is that a life sen­ 
tence for rape is much too 
severe, and that prison will 
not cure a homosex ual such 
as 
the 
carpenter 
from 
Hialeah. Anyone who seduces 
children is admitting sex ual 
inadequacy and is very sick 
indeed. Putting him in jail 
gives him a chance to seduce 
young prisoners. 
Carvalhos, 
product 
of 
a 
Portuguese Chinese 
family, 
was severely repressed as a 
boy. 
He 
to’ri 
me 
he 
had 
committed 
but 
one offense 
against a teen age girl: his 
arrest sheet showed five. The 
State of Hawaii has supported 
him in jail for over 13 years. 
He’s in his forties and may 
live another 30. 
Would it cost less, and be 
more beneficial to society, to 
treat this man? I think so. 
Albert Fish was insane under 
any definition of law, but the 
people of the State of New 
York were so revolted by his 
crime that no one protested 
when he was sentenced to the* 
electric chair. 
The little pouch-faced 
man 


lived in “ Death Row" and felt 
a sex urge. To satisfy it. he 
ate all his bedsprings. At Sing 
Sing, 
his electrocution 
was 
postponed so that he could 
undergo surgery, convalesce, 
and be strong enough to walk 
to the electric chair. 
An hour before he sat. 
he 
said to a guard: “Tell 
me 
confidentially: When the 
man 
throws the switch, will 
I g et 
a thrill out of it?” 
Women 
are 
not 
charged 
with rape — I did not say 
that some do not commit it 
— and are, by gender, more 
vicious in their judgment of 
sex crimes than, *ay, murder. 
Judge Ellen Morphonio* gave 
the Hialeah carpenter four 
years, although his probation 
officer said: “ My opinion was 
that he should receive proba­ 
tion.” 
The prisoner hanged himself 
by his shirt. The judge call*« 
it 
“unfortunate." 
As 
the 
father 
of four daughters, 
I 
have 
a 
special interest in 
their protection against 
iex ual 
perverts. And y et, after all 
these years of 
covering trial* 
and ex ecutions, 
I am con­ 
strained to » tate that the 
m atter 
is 
medical-psycho- 
log’>al rather than criminal. 
T he 
crime 
is 
the 
culminating act. The flaming 
motivation 
is 
inside 
the 
prisoner’s head. Put 
him in 
the prison 
word of a hospital 
and treat him. If hO doean t 
respond, 
place 
him 
under 
max ium security for life. If 
he can 
be salvag ed for a 
normal 
life, it is worth the 
cost. 
The 
hatred 
of 
“normal 
people for the deviate is so 
deep,
